Emil Fienup, proprietor of the South 
St. Louis Druggist, at Broadway and 
Park avenue, and a clerk in his store, 
are charged with selling heroin, a pois- 
onous drug, without a physician’s pre- 
scription and without properly labeling 
bottles, in warrants issued against them 
by Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Wit- 
sol, Thursday. 

The complaining witness is Mrs. Mary 
E. Steinmeyer of 2314 South Third street, 


Who told Wilson that her son, Fred, 19 
years old, after becoming addicted to 
the heroin drug habit a year aguv. 
through associates in a poolroom in the 
neighborhood, had been buying the drug 
from Fienup’s store almost daily for a 
year without a prescription. 

The bottles containing the drug, she 
said, were not labeled ‘‘poison.”’

She said she answered “Yes,” 
whereupon the heroin, in a bottle with- 
out a label, was promptly handed to 
her, no request being made for a pre- 
scription, 

She told Wilson the clerk asked her 
if she knew how to use it, and that 
she answered. “If I dont, I gucss I 
can find out from some of those you 
have been selling it to for a year.’’ 

The clerk, she said, then called 
Fienup, who demanded that she re- 
turn the drug to him. She said after 
an argument he finally accepted pay- 
ment for it and allowed her to leave 
with the purchase. 

Police and court records show this 
to be the first case of prosecution in

which had been recently exploited’ 
in newspapers and periodicals as 
“the new drug terror.” It is taken in 
tablet form internally and its effects 
are similar to those which fcllow the 
use of cocaine.

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CHARTER DOESNT 
RAISE KIEL'S PAY 
‘BARD BEL! 


He Doesn’t Think — Increases 
Undér New Code Affect Of- 
ficials for Present Term. 


City Counselor Baird, who was kept 
busy Thursday answering questions 
about the effect of the new charter 
upon existing offices and laws, de- 
clared he did not think the Mayor 
and other officials would be entitled 
to higher salaries during the term of 
office for which they were elected or 
appointed, even if the salaries of the 
office were raised in the new charter. 

Under the new charter the Mayor’s 


@ year, and salaries of a number of 
other officials are considerably in- 
creased. Baird said the State Constitu- 
tion forbids any State,’ county or city 
officer from accepting an increase in 
salary during the term for which he was 
elected. Courts even have held, he said, 
that where an official resigns his suc- 
cessor cannot accept an increased sal- 
ary for filling out the unexpired term. 
Not Final Decision. 

This is not the Counselor’s final dect- 
sion upon the salary question, as he has 
not been asked officially for such an 
opinion, but it is his belief. 

John W. Drabelie, chairman of the 
Board of Bleetion Commissioners, is at 
@ loss to know when and where to cer- 
tify the result of the charter canvass, 
which was started this morning. The 
old charter, adopted in 1876, was certi- 
fied to the clerk of the county, the 
Judge of the County Court and the 
Mayor. This was done under a special 
provision in the State Constitution. 

St. Louls was then a part of St. 
Louis County, but now it ig not in 
any county, and there is no provision 
eutliiing te whom the new charter 
shall be submitted. Counselor Baird 
said he did not know to whom it 
should be submitted, but that he 
would make an official ruling within 
eight days, the time allotted for the 
election canvass, 

Those who canvassed the 1876 char- 
ter election also presented an authenti- 
cated copy of the charter to the Mayor, 
the County Judge and the County Clerk. 
The present Election Board does not 
possess an authenticated copy of the 
charter, copies having been suppHed by 
the Freeholders only to the Mayor, 
Register and both branches of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. Baird thinks the Sec- 
retary of State should be apprised of 
the result of the election, and he will 
determine who are the proper officials 
to communicate with the Secretary of 
State. 

Free Bridge Bond Question, 
Officials at the city hall are discuss- 
ing whether free bridge bonds issued 
under the election called for Nov. 6 
would be zalid. Thé election was au- 
thorized under the ojd charter on peti- 
tion of more than 4,000 voters. 

Some contend the bond issue would not 
be valid, citing the Public Service Com. - 
mission case in St. Louis. The Cooper 
act of 1907, passed by the State Legisla- 
ture, authorized the Public Service Com- 
mission of St. Louis to fix rates to be 
charged by public utility corporations. 
The Union Electric contested this au- 
thority, and while the case was pend- 
ing in the higher courts the Legislature 
in 19138 repealed the Cooper act and cre- 
ated a State Public Utilities Commis- 
sion. 

The Union Blectrie. contended there 
was no further reason for contesting 
the local Public Service Commission's 
authority, as that commission was 
abolished by the new law. ‘This view 
was upheld by the court, which dis- 
missed the suit. 

City officials are discussing the ad- 
vigability of filing a friendly ‘suit to test 
the validity of ‘the new cherter election. 
A suit to test the vahdity of the old 
charter was filed after the election of 
1376, but it was not a friendly suit. The 
court upheld the validity of the charter 
election, and thus approved all official 
acts done under the 1876 charter. The 
object of such a suit now. would be to 
have the courts settle for all time the 
validity of acts ddne under the new 
charter.

KILLING OF CALVES 


| East St. Louisan in Resolution 


} Says Use of Veal Causes 
Cattle Shortage. 


A nation-wide campaign of livestock 
dealers to stop the wholesale slaughter 
of calves probably will have its active 
start in East St. Louis, following the re- 
.ceipt by the Commercial Club of a copy 
of resolutions adopted last week by the 
National Livestock Exchange at St. 
Paul, Minn. 

The resolution was prepared by Wil- 
liam A. Moody of East St. Louis. It 
stated that ‘‘the present enormous 
slaughter and consumption of calves as 
veal is the primary cause of the cattle 
shortage,” and requested consumers. 
particularly hotel and restaurant keep- 
ers, to discontinue the use of veal as 
food. 

Sherman Wilson, secretary-manager of 
the Commercial Club, said a _ special 
meeting of the club may be called to 
take up the matter. 

President E. F. Bisbee of the National 
Stockyards declared that unless the wan- 
ton slaughter of calves is stopped the 
price of, beef soon will be above the 
reach of the ordinary buyer. 

“The drouth has caused many cattle 
raisers to bring their calves to market, 
because there is no pasturage for them,”’ 
he declared. ‘That is well enough; the 
calyes must not starve. What is needed 
is for small farmers to get the calves at 
market and raise them on their farms.’’ 

Bisbee suggested: to the exchange

We were up §& 
to 100 feet in a nasty wind which, while 
not strong, was puffy. he 

The Rodman Wanamaker boat sailed 
through the air on ‘a perfectly even | 
keél, and there was no trouble in hold- 
ing her steady. She carried less than 
in recent trials by close to 600 pounds, 
but nevertheless she showed satisfactory 
results as to her actions in the air, 
cohfirming all that has been said about 
her in that respect. The propellers were 
going’ only 1200 revolutions per minute. 
Their maximum is 138, and we count 
on flying with onlg ahout 1000, 

At the same time we made further 
tests as to the boat’s planing ability, 
and we are satisfied that with a re- 
construction and slight further enlarg- 
ment of the supplementary planing sur-

answerea the allegation Thursday by 
filing, in Judge McElhinney’s court at 
Clayton, a list of its 800 members.

[POLICE BOARD TO 
CONSIDER WHY THE 
OLICE RIDE FREE 


Commissioners Will Discuss Fri- 
day Constitutional Prohibition 
on Free Tickets. 


At the meeting of the Police Board Fri- 
day the question of refusing to accept 
free books of car tickets and free rides 
for uniformed officers from the United 
Railways Co., will be considered, it is 
announced by President Sam B. Mc- 
Pheeters. 

Commissioner Charles P. Williams, 
former Assistant City Counselor, has 
been asked to report Friday on the legal 
aspect of the practice. The Missouri 
Constitution provides that no _ State, 
county or municipal officer shall accept 
free or reduced transportation or tickets 
from any railroad ‘‘or other transporta- 
tion company,” on pain of forfeiture of 
office. The Legislature has carried out 
this prohibition in an ‘act which directs 
the Circuit Court to dismiss the offend- 
ing éfficer from his post upon convic- 
tion, and provides a fine of from $50 
to $600 in addition. This act also pro- 
vides that any agent of a transporta- 
tion company who tenders such free or 
reduced transportation to a public of- 
ficial shall be subject to a fine of from 
$50 to $500. 

In Doubt as to Provision. 

McPheeters told a reporter that he 
was aware of the prohibition in the 
constitution against accepting transpor- 
tation, but did not believe the phrase 
“other transportation companies’ was 
meant to include street railways. “If it 
meant street railways, of course no 
member of the police department could 
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shrunk—well made in our 
“talleting shops. See them.

“We could not police street cars for 
pickpockets as thoroughly as we do if 
we had to buy the tickets,’’ said Mce- 
Pheeters. 

“Under the State law the Municipal 
Assembly is compelled to appropriate as 
much as the Police Board certifies it 
requires: Under those conditions, is it 
necessary to rely on the United Rail- 
Ways to pay any part of the expenses 
of the Police Department?’ was asked. 

“Well, it is true that we can obtain) 
as much revenue as we ask for, but we 
must have regard for other departments 
and cannot ask for all that we might 
want,’’ said McPheeters. 


Other cote artments Pay. 
The annual police budget is about $2,- 


250,000, and at the end of the Jast fiscal 
vear, in April, about $50,000 surplus was 
returned to the city treasury. McPhee- 
ters says the department accepts about 
153 books of tickets each month, valued 
at $5 each, totaling about $9180 a year. 
All other departments of the city gov- 
ernment except the Fire Department 
buy tickets for the use of employes 
while on duty, and employes pay their 
cwn way when not on duty. 

Fire department members ride free 
when in uniform, but no books of tick- 
ets are accepted by department officials 
from the United Railways. Mail carriers 
do not ride free and the Government 
buys car tickets for the use of carriers 
when on duty. 

While it was generally known that po- 
lice in uniforms were not required to 
pay fares, it was not known even to 
some members of the Police Board that 
books cf free tickets were delivered each 
month and whenever asked for, by the 
United Railways Co. It is said that 
board members are not unanimous in 
approving this practice, which Mc- 
Pheeters says he will not stop unless 
compelled to by law. One member is 
said to have determined to ask a report 
to the board as to the number of ticket 
books furnished to the department in 
regent years, and the disposition of these 
books. 

United Railways officials declined to 
tell a Post-Dispatch reporter what tick- 
ets were distributed free and to whom 
they were given, on the ground that 
such distribution was a company mat- 
ter of no concern to the public.

Open Season for -Birds to Be 
Extended and River Shooting 
Permitted. 


Copies Be: proposed amendments 


to the Federal game regulations 
reached St. Louis from Washington 
today. Unless changes are made in 
them in response to protests within 
the next 90 days they will become ef- 
fective Oct. 1. 

Two proposed changes in the regu- 
lations are especially interesting to 
Missouri. The first is an extension 
ef one month in the open season for 
migratory birds, which begins now on 
Sept.:15' and ends Jan. 1. Under the 
amendments proposed this season 
would be extended to Feb. 1 and give 
Missouri the longest open season of 
any of the states except Kansas anj 
Oklahoma, which get the same ¢€X- 
tension. 
~The other proposed change relates 
to shooting on the Mississippi and 
Misgoyri rivers. The present regula- 
tions with regpect to these rivers are 
suspended for this year in order to 
give the states along them time to 
amend their laws to prohibit shooting 
from motorboats. This especially ap- 
plies to Missouri, Dlinois and Nebras- 
ka, but the general suspension af- 
fects 12 river states for the present. 
That is, there will be no prohibition 
ef any kind in the open season on 
these rivers after Oct. 1. It will be 
legal to shoot from motorboats or 
any other way. 

However, after this year it will not 
be possible to shoot on these rivers 
gt all except along those states which 
avail themselves of the opportunity 
when their legislatures meet in the 
winter: of 1914-15 to prohibit motor- 
boat shooting. “If they will do that, 
shooting "on the river in any other 


way than from boats will be legal 
hereafter. If the states which permit 
shootin from: metorboats do not 


‘amend their laws to ezclude that form 


of ye Pye the rivers will remain 
closed to octing of py kind.

Wall street and extortionate protection as the 
white hope of reactionary Republicanism. He is 
more than ready to reaffirm the economic prin- 
ciples of Hanna and Aldrich. All that he asks 
in return is that the Republican party shall rid 
itself of certain minor bosses like Barnes and 
Penrose. who have incurred his personal displeas- 
ure and aré personally offensive to him. 

In respect to economic principles, however, Mr. 
Roosevelt stands where Barnes and Penrose 
stand, where Cannon and Payne and Aldrich and 
Gallinger stand, where every Republican reaction- 
ary stands, where Wall street stands and where 
all predatory wealth stands. His tariff program 
is the tariff program that was accelerated by the 
lobby of the National Manufacturers’ Association 
and that the Post-Dispatch and New York World 
exposed through the Mulhall correspondence. His 
trust program is the good old “co-operative” sys- 
tem for which Wall street always clamors, when- 
ever it is threatened with something substantial. 

The Democrats, of course, have messed up the 
tariff beyond description. In one breath Mr. 
Roosevelt finds that “the cost of living has not 
been reduced” and in the next breath, he finds 
that the employer has sometimes “been able to 
struggle along with loss of profits, sometimes he 
has had to close his shop because he could not 
meet the cheaper prices of foreign competition. 

In other words, the tariff reduction has low- 
ered prices, but the lowering of prices has not 
reduced the cost of living. 

It is the same way with the trust question. The 
Wilson program is hopelessly inadequate because 
it does not destroy monopoly and because it for- 
bids monopoly by compelling competition. 

In the end, “the policies of the administration 
should be rebuked by the people and Senators and 
Congressmen returned to Washington who will 
strive to end these policies.” 

That is what Wall street wants. That is what 
every form of special privilege wants. That is 
what ever sinister financial and corporation in- 
terest in the country wants. That is the golden 
dream of a plutocracy which realizes that in 
Woodrow Wilson it has found a master, not a 
servant.

-Not the least interesting of the laws that took 
effect yesterday was that which abolished the 
tribal government of the Cherokee Indians. 

Henceforth the Cherokees are to be citizens 
only of the United States. Their “nation,” long 
recognized and on many occasions the cause of 
wars, litigations and scandals, is now absorbed 
in the republic. 

The Cherokees are the most numerous and the 
most prosperous survivors of the American ab- 
origines. There is no record of their savagery. 
So far as the white man knows, they have al- 
ways lived tn houses and villages and had an or- 
derly government. They have been farmers first 
and fighters afterward. During the revolution 
they favored the British. In the Civil War they 
were about equally divided as between the North 
and the South. A Cherokee Indian served with 
distinction on the staff of Gen. Grant. United 
States Senator Owen of Oklahoma has Cherokee 
blood and is proud of it. 

Profiting by their association with white men, 
the Cherokees established for themselves a con- 
stitutional form of government as long ago as 
1820, when they still inhabited the mountainous 
regions of the Carolinas, Georgia, Tennessee and 
Alabama. After their forcible and tragic removal 
tc Indian Territory they renewed their arrange- 
ment and until now, with a devotion rarely sur- 
passed, have maintained a nation within a na- 
tion.

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OUR FELLOW-CITIZENS, THE CHEROKEES. 
Not the least interesting of ¢he laws that took 

effect yesterday was that which abolished the 

tribal government of the Cherokee Indians. 

Henceforth the Cherokees are to be citizens 
only of the United States. Their “nation,” long 
recognized and on many occasions the cause of 
wars, litigations and scandals, is now absorbed 
in the republic. . 

The Cherokees are the most numerous and the 
most prosperous survivors of the American ab- 
origines. There is no record of their savagery. 
So far as the white man knows, they have al- 
ways lived in houses and villages and had an or- 
derly government. They have been farmers first 
and fighters afterward. During the revolution 
they favored the British. In the Civil War they 
were about equally divided as between the North 
and the South. A Cherokee Indian served with 
distinction on the staff of Gen. Grant. United 
States Senator Owen of Oklahoma has Cherokee 
blood and is proud of it. 

Profiting by their association with white men, 
the Cherokees established for themselves a con- 
stitutional form of government as long ago as 
1820, when they still inhabited the mountainous 
regions of the Carolinas, Georgia, Tennessee and 
Alabama. After their forcible and tragic removal 
tc Indian Terrftory they renewed their arrange- 
ment and until now, with a devotion rarely sur- 
passed, have maintained a nation within a na- 
tion. 

The Cherokees’ greatest man was undoubtedly 
George Guss, or “Sequoya,” who, nearly 100 
years ago, gave them an alphabet and thus en- 
abled them to have a written language. Next in 
usefulness was John Ross, under whose self- 
sacrificing chieftainship the tribe endured and 
surmounted the hardships of exile.

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BERLIN NOW A SEAPORT. 


Berlin, Germany’s inland capital, is now a sea- 
port. A new canal links its little river, the Spree 
(canalized by the state), with the larger river 
Oder, running down to the Baltic Sea at Stettin. 

Heretofore Berlin’s heavy traffic with Stettin 
and the sea went by rail. Hereafter, most ‘of it 
will go in 600-ton vessels, at half the rail cost. 
Manufacturers in the Berlin district will have 
that added advantage in exporting their products 
to foreign countries in competition with British 
and American manufacturers. | 

The German Government built the new canal. 
The railroads did not object to it; indeed, they: 
encouraged it by hauling its machinery at a spe- 
cial low rate. They have not tried to destroy its 
economic usefulness by making cut-throat com- 
petitive rates, since it opened for business, like 
those with which American railroads drove freight 
off American rivers and canals, and they will not. 
Nothing will happen to prevent Berlin shippers 
from continuing to enjoy that 50 per cent saving 
in freight rates to the sea. 

The explanation, of course, is that the Govern- 
ment owns and operates both the railroads and 
the canal.

EVEN short years of independent 
effort brought Mrs. M. Louise 
Thomas to be recognized as one 
of the foremost women educators ‘in

This year that recognnition took ma- 
terial form when she was one of the 
two women asked to contribute to a 
handbook on schools compiled by lead- 
ing €@ucational authorities and pub- 
lished by Doubleday, Page. 

The expression of her ideal of a 
school exclusively for girls has been 
widely appropriated and quoted in 
school ‘prospectuses since, and, promptly 
“Who's Who in America,” claimed and 
distinguished her among the notables as 
an educator. 

Her residence is given as University 
City, so in the publication of the index 
of notable women residing in St. Louis, 
naturally her name was. omitted, 

Of course, rigidly matter-of-fact 
“Who's Who” could not be expected to 
note that by every right of its being her 
birthplace, her contiriued family resi- 
dence, and by reason of her club and 
social affiliations, her activity in many 
phases of our city life, Mrs. Thomas 
belongs to St. Louis. 

The circumstance of her seeking high 
and open spaces with room to grow just 
outside the city limits for the location 
of Lenox Hall did not mean that her St 
Louis relations were to be cut off. 

An interesting story is the growth of 
Lenox Hall in our midst, from small bs- 
ginnings in a residence building at Tay- 
lor and McPherson avenues, with a full 
corps of teachers engaged, but no pupils 
registered and none promised, to its 
present flourishing condition, its hand- 
‘some and spacious new buildings anid 
widely established reputation. 


The School's Growth 
Born of Inspiration 


T veee all this happened within seven 
years’ time, may be regarded ex- 
traordinary in the history of like 
institutions. . 

And the story behind the story is, as 
usual, more interesting still. 

When it is known how vital, how deep 
rooted was its inspiration, how long 
cherished, and fully matured its plan in 
the mind of its founder, the wonder of 
sudden success is explained away. 

“My twe daughtefs were nearing the 
age when their education was getting 
beyond my limitations,” said Mrs. 
Thomas. “I wanted them to have expert

| Mending a‘Hole _ 
in the Saucepan 


TS and pans, whether of iron or 
Pm (which is only iron tinned 

over), get holes in their bottoms all 
top soon to piease the economical house- 
keeper. Then it becomes necessary to 
call in the tinsmith, who puts a lump 
of solder in the hole. This soon melts 
and the hole is there again. 


But nothing is easter than to repair 
such holes at home and without the 
aid of a tinsmith. First of all make the 
hole round by inserting the point of a 
knife and twisting it back and forth. 
Place the pot or pan upon any firm, flat 
piece of metal, such as.an anvil, a bar 
of iron or an inverted flatiron, so that 
the hole is immediately over and toucn- 
ing the latter.

ohnson has this instinct very strongly 

developed, and I was forcibly struck by 
this fact while acting as referee during 
the contest with Moran. 


Carpentier. Has Confidence. 


American boxers, like American peo- 
ple, are very practical. They are not 
scientific as a rule in open fighting, but 
recover themselves at infighting. Bom- 


bardier Wells, unlike the Americans, is 
very scientific for a short distance, but 
he cannot work at infighting. I am al- 
ways at my eas8e before men like him 
and I view my coming conflict with 
Gunboat Smith with absolute confidence 
and optimism. Glorious, unbounded op- 
timism is the great asset of the fighting 
man. AH the science in the world avails 
nothing if a fighter cannot convince him- 
self that he is going to beat the other 
fellow. 

I give myself every reason for conh- 
dence. I practice the utmost self-denial, 
though I have learned to love the simple 
country life; away from Paris and its 
false pleasures. I rise at 6 a. m. and 
am in bed at 9 p. m. 

I’m a great believer in massage. My 
good Cristini has the greatest massage 
mixture ever invented. I read a good 


deal, Zola and Victor Hugo being my 
favorites. They are. my recreation. It 
is part of my training, but I am pleas- 
antly unconscious of it as training. t 

I know’ Gunboat Smith is a man oO 
grand class and has some natural ad- 
vantages over me, but I am trancil. I 
hope to beat him and afterward neet 
Jack Johnson.
